NEW YORK, Sept. T. —-James B. 
Craft, a wealthy resident of Glen Cove, 
L. I. was murdered today and his body 
decapitated in a tenderloin resort 
known as the Empire Gartien Café, in 
West Twenty-ninth street, within a 
few doors of Broadway. 

All the evidence goes to show, say 
the police, that Craft, whe had been 
making the rounds of the tenderloin, 
incautiously displayed a large amount 
of money in the Empire, and was 
killed by one of the waiters, known as 
Thoma Tobin, for the purpose of rob- 
bery. The police also say that knock- 
out drops were first administered, and 
that then the victim was draggéd into 
the basement and killed with a cleaver. 

The oder of burning flesh attracted 
the attention of the occipagts of the 
upper part of the house early this 
morning and led to the discovery by 
the detectives of the headless and nude 
body of a man in the basement. The 
charred head was discovered a few 
minutes later in the furnace, in which 

a fire had been recently made with 
— intention of destroying all pos- 
sibility of identification of the remains. 
Later the body was identified by Wal- 
ter Craft of Glen Cove, as that of his 
father. The murdered man was about 
fifty-one years of age and was a man- 
ufacturer of refrigerating machinery in 
Cortiand street, this city. 

SIX ARRESTS MADE. 

Tobin, who is charged with the mur- 
der, was caught hiding in the house. 
The police also arrested Alexander Mc- 
Anerny, the bartender, Robert Kelly, a 
porter in the Chinese restaurant in the 
building, and several women who were 
known to be frequenters of the place. 
The police said tonight that Tobin's 
real name is Thomas Kelly, and that 
he is a yp ye of the porter. They 
also learned that Craft atiempted to 
get a check for $1250 cashed before he 
went to the Empire. 

A woman named Mamie Moore, who 
is known to have been in the place 
with Craft, and who is held as a wit- 
ness, made an important statement to- 
day which the police declined to make 
public. She is sald to have implicated 
McAnerny,. as an accomplice of Tobin.

| Deceased Well Known Throughout the 
Length of the Pacific Coast—Prom- 
inent in Business for Fifty Years— 
Joseph Rosenthal Expires at Butte.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.—Levi 
Strauss, one of the last of the old- 
time merchants of San Francisco, and 
one of the best-known men from the 
most southerly limit of California to 
Puget und, died at his home last 
evening Of heart disease. 

Death came most suddenly to the old 
gentieman, and he passed away just 
as if he were going asleep. He re- 
plied cheerfully to a question from his 
nurse, and the next moment he was 
dead. 

Strauss was born in Bavaria in 1829, 
and settled in this city in the early 
fifties. He founded the dry goods firm 
of Levi Strauss & Co., one of the 
largest enterprises on the Pacific Coast, 
with a branch in New York City. 
Strauss was interested’ in many other 
enterprises, and leaves an immense es- 
tate. Deceased was a bachelor. 

The firm of Levi Strauss & Co., dry 
goods and general merchants, was es- 
tablished in the year 1853. Strauss had 
practically no money, but he had nerve 
and energy. and he was not here 
long before his standing in the com- 
munity was of the best. In 1890 he 
incorporated the house the old 
name of Levi Strauss & Co. It was 
a private corporation, more of a part- 
nership, and his four nephews were 
made his partners. These are Jacob 


of the New York house. 

These, with the exception of Mrs, 8. 
W. Heller and Mrs. A. W. Scholle, 
the latter of New York, both nieces, 
are his only relatives and heirs. 

Strauss was a director of the Ne- 
vada National Bank, and the ‘Liver- 

Wand London and Globe Insurance 
pany. Up to January 1, this 
year, he was a director in 
San Francisco Gas and Electric Light 
Company. 

The funeral will take place on Mon- 
day morning from the Strauss resi- 
dence, No. 621 Leavenworth street, 
the interment being in the Home of 
Peace Cemetery. 

Joseph Rosenthal. 

BUTTE (Mont.) Sept. 27.—Joseph 
Rosenthal, a well-known pioneer, is 
dead here of a complication of dis- 
eases. He was born in Poland sixty- 
four years ago, and is survived by a 
wife and two sisters, Mre. M. I.

May Rosenthal of San Francisco. He 
came to Montana forty-five years ‘ 
At Butte one of his boarders, Timothy

He Says the Trouble in Prussia is 
Too Much Water, not Too Littie— 
Irrigation is a Vital Question for 


A commissioner of agriculture of the 
Prussian government, Dr. Ulrich Ger- 
ber, arrived in the city yesterday, and 
is staying at the Van Nuys. 

Dr. Gerber is an agricultural expert 
connected with the Foreign Office of 
the Prussian government, and has 
been sent to the United States to study 
Americar. agricutural methods and 
conditions, after which he will return 
to Germany to report. His card reads, 
“Commissioner of Agriculture for the 
United States of America.” He ex- 
plained yesterday that in Germany la- 
bor is cheap, but land and other con- 
ditiong comparatively poor, while in 
America labor is high, but other things 
most favorable, and that one of the 
purposes of his mission is to study 
these contrasting conditions, with the 
alm of equalizing those existing in 
Germany. 

Dr. Gerber has traveled through the 
Eastern and Middle West farming 
States, and through Washington, Ore- 
gon and Northern California. He be- 
lieves the United States a wonderful 
agricultural study. 

“One of the things which has sur- 
prised me,” sald he, “is the discovery 
that, on the average, the farms of the 
United States do not seem so large as 
those of Germany. It is the general 
impression with us that there is very 
small farming in this it 
is the habit to think of everything as 
on an immense scale here. Of course, 
there are individual great ranches here 

that surpass anything with us; but — 
the average, no. In 1 
it is common to find farms of from 
1000 to 3000 acres 

“Agricultural ral conditions in Germany 
at present are not what they might 
be, to say the least, and the govern- 
ment is anxious to better them. 

“A great deal of American farming 
machinery is being used there now,

LABOR UNIONISM. 


Rev. Dr. T. A. Codidwin. Noted 


Methodist Divine, Analyses and 
Denounces Its Iniquities. 


“The under man in the strug- 
gle, the unfortunate man who is 
driven from the most profitable 
industries by the tyranny of 
Organized Labor, has little op- 
portunity to be heard. The di- 
vine injunction, to do to others 
as we would have them do to us, 
is poorly illustrated by standing 
at the entrance to honorable and 
profitable trades, and beating 
back the youth who wants to 
enter, or who wishes to work in 
a mine or on a scaffold or any- 
where else, and shooting or 
clubbing the man with a hun- 
ery family who wants a job.“

“Every attempt to divide society into 
Classes ,along the line of wage yer

and none is attempted to be drawn by 
leaders of organized 
labor. Every man who earns a liv- 
ing by any kind of labor for which 
he receives a compensation is a wage 
earner, and every man or body of men 
who employs another, to do any kind 
of w is a wage payer, and it is 
only in the spoken or written litera- 
ture of organizzed lebor that any at- 
tempt is made to disparage one or the 
other, or to segregate them into 
classes, as Wage earners and wage 


payers. 

“Equally absurd is the attempt to 
classify society by calling one class tif- 
employers and the other employees. 


There is no such a classifization in un 


community sufficiently advanced in 
civilization to resort to a division of 
labor. The tailor employs the shoe 
maker to make his „ and the 
shoemaker in turn employs the tatlor 
to make his coats, and each employs 
the carpenter to build his house: and 
all of them employ the doctor and the 
or wg and the lawyer and tne 
eacher, who in turn employ all. of 
these when needing their’ respective 
services. Thus all of us are at times 
one or the other, and some times both 
Everybody who contributes 
te the comfort of others, whether he 
may be merchant or manufacturer or 
producer, importer or transporter, or 
exporter, is dependent uponevery other 
member of society for some part of 
his comfort and happiness. We be 
brothers all. Every man, the organ- 
ized iaborer included, is by turns un 
employer and an employé: and none 
but the organized la feels ex- 
alted or humiliated by ‘being for the 
time this or that. 

REAL. VICTIMS OF STRIKES. 

“Just as absurd and misleading is 
the attempt to divide society by cap- 
tal and labor, or into the capitalist 
and the laborer, so that in such e:o- 
nomic disturbances as strikes and 
lockouts it is called a conflict between 
capital and labor. It is nothing of the 
kind. It is a conflict between n- 
ized labor and the helpless wor of 
consumers of the products of that par- 
ticular industry, and nothing else. The 
man or men who own the plant in- 
volved in the sontroversy seldom suf- 
ter more than temporarily by any 
strikes of employés for higher wages 
er shorter hours. If the strike is a 
success, in whole or in part, the own- 
ers of the nt simply charge the 
consumer t enhanced cost of pro- 
@uction, often retaining more net 

rofit from the more expensive output 

n before the strike. 

Take the current strike of coal 
miners. It is too early to give details‘ 
as to the result, but enough has been 
developed already to show that the 
operators and the railroads are to 
euffer in no appreciable degree, while 
every consumer of coal, now an in- 
dispensable article to everybody. from 
the manufacturer and the railroads 
and the millionaire, to the poorest 
washer woman w earns her living at 
the wash tub. has to suffer. Such a 
strike, for such a purpose, is no War 
upon capital, it is a war upon a neces- 
sary of life that no one can dispense 
with. Men can do without beef if they 
have to. buf they cannot do without 
coal. If the men in the mines refuse 
to work at current wages, no law 
should compel them to: but they 
should be compelled to allow those to 
take their vacated places who would 
asteem it at privilece to 
earn a living by working in the mines. 
suffering from the additional 
cost of coal for domestic use is not «ll. 
The enhanced cost of coal to manufac- 
turers will enhance the cost of every 
article entering into domestic life that

man. It not only makes freight and 
heaper, but it makes che 
man's dollar excursion a 
lity: while the policy of organized 
bor makes everything it touches 
Gearer to the consumer, while stand- 
ing with a threat over every industry 
I ite behests are not granted. 

“Its purpose is to limit the number 
that may be employed in any given in- 
dustry. They are not to work with 
any man on any job who is not a 
union man, nor to allow any non-union 
man or gang of non-union men to take 
a job they abandon. It is this last 
condition against which every non- 
union man should protest in every way 


possibie. 

It is not the enhanced cost of goods 
to the consumer that t« most to be 
resisted by poor men, but the tyranny 
which will not allow a hungry poor 
tran to work for his bread at profit- 
ble employments, Take as an ilius- 
tration the great coal strike. Nearly 
a half million men are at work in 
the coal mines of the United States 
alone. There are a full milifon of 
ab'e-bodied men comparatively idle 
whogwould be on too glad to work 
in the mines at the late eures. cr 
even lower. but they are driven from 
them by force if thev attempt to °*n- 
ter therm as miners. The current strike 
has brourht to light a fact few had vo- 
ticed. zed labor, anticipating 
just such a strike, had, in the exer- 
cise of its control over the Wegisature 
of Pennsylvania procured ai law 
which practically prohibits any but 
union miners working in the mines at 
any price, so the nlaces of striking 
miners cannot be filled. 

WRONG TO SOCIETY. 

“This limiting the number of men 
wh> may work at any trade enhances 
the cost to the consumer by prevent- 
ing a wholesome competition in pro- 
duction; but that is the very least of 
ites evils. It turns out, to steal or to 
starve, the host of young men who 
are driven away from trades. It is 
absurd to assume that there are ‘odd 
jobs’ enough to keep the millions of 
rejected men in pay employment; 
hence from this class most of our jail 
birds, workhouse convicts, reform- 
school inmates and penitentiary pris- 
oners come. 

“The official statistics of our own 
State protest in tones of thunder 
against this heartiess cruelty of or- 
ganized labor for its special and sole 
benefit. Of 406 convicts in the State 
Reformatory at Jeffersonville, 81 per 
cent. are from the ranks classified 1: 
‘day laborers,’ which means those who 
have no trade to work at. They have 
been driven away from trades by or- 
ganized labor, that their individua! 
wages may be maintained at the cost 
of consumers, rich and poor alike, and 
the greater cost to society of increas- 
ing the number of those who must 
find ‘odd jobs’ as day laborers or steal 
or starve. This 81 per cent. of the 
oung men now in the reformatory are 

om the ranks of those who have no 
trade, and the arbitrary restrictions of 
organized labor are chiefly responsible 
for this condition. Many of them are 
from reputable families; very few are 
from tramp ancestors. The same report 
shows only three bricklayers, four car- 
and two blacksmiths. Driving 

ys from trades drives the rejected 
into idleness and idleness leads to 
crime. Nearly thirty times as many 
young convicts are in this class as are 
in the three principal trades—black- 
smiths, brickmasons and carpenters 
combined. This is an indictment to 
which organized labor must plead at 
the bar an aroused public opinion. 

The showing is even worse at the 
reform schoo) for boys at Plainfield. 
That shows that 98 per cent. of the en- 
roliment are from towns and cities in 
which organized labor has control of 
all the trades, into which only a lim- 
ited number of apprentices can be al- 
lowed, lest competition in business re- 
duce the wage scale of journeymen and 
the price of goods to the consumer; 
hence town and city boys are brought 
up in idleness and drift into the reform 
school. This is one fruitage of organ- 
ized labor which we ministere cannot 
be indifferent to and be gulitiess. and 


—

with us for we must not shut our 
eyes to the painful fact that a 
those at Jeffersonville and at Plainfield 
are many who were once cherished 
members of our own Sunday-schoois, 
the sons of Methodist parents. The re- 
form school for boys at Plainfield gives 
8 enrollment, ng any ot 
Sunday-school more than two to one: 
while in the reformatory for young 
men at Jeffersonville there are more 
from Methodist homes than from all 
other denominations put together. We 
are certainly not in a position to be in- 
Gifferent to, much to sympathize 
with, any agency that even 7 
contributes to such a condition as this. 
“The statistics from the three peni- 
tentiaries of New York tell precisely 
the same story. The aggregate num- 
of commitments from t class 
known as day laborers, those who have 
no trades, is 787, to 63 carpenters, 81 
blacksmiths and 32 bricklayers, or six 
times as many as from all three trades 
put together. The statistics of the re- 
formatory at Amira, N. V., tell precise- 
ly the same story. Of its inmates 62 per 
cent. are from the classes known as 


15% per cent, are from all the mechan- 
ical trades combined, the class from 
which organized labor drives our chil- 
dren, except at its will, turning them 
into the class that furnishes more than 
three-fourths of the entire body of 
young criminals. 
PARENT OF CRIME. 

“But there is one phase of the work- 
ings of organized labor that, as pas- 
yl we dare no longer be silent about. 

as much our duty to h 
against idleness as it is against ee 
enness and to insist that men must 
work six days as faithfully as we are 
in the habit of insisting on the rest of 
the seventh day. But in all our congre- 

tions we are met by the question 
many an anxious parent: ‘What 
can I find for my boy to do” Once they 
gould put him to some trade when old 
enough, but not to now. Even a union 
man dare not put his own son to work 
in his own shop as an apprentice, with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the 
union. 

“A few weeks ago I met an old man 
on the street whom I had married more 
than fifty years ago. Of course, I in- 
quired a t his n His wife had 
been dead eight ye and he is living 
with his son, now more than fifty years 
old. ‘And what is your son following” 
I asked. ‘I am ashamed to tell amt be 
answered. ‘I am a carpenter. I was 
until recently a member of the car 
ters’ union. I wanted my son to n 
carpenter and he wanted to be when a 
boy, but when he was of the right age 
to enter as an apprentice there was no 
Vacancy and he ted inte habits of 
idleness, only occasionally up 
some odd job of unskilled labor, living 
from hand to mouth, largely depending 
on me, until 1 got too old to work. He 
keeping a gambling house in the 
city.’ 

“Such experiences are often - 
cated. In fact, there is Uttle for a 
to do in a city, at best, but play in th: 
streets and go to the bad. Once it was 
possible, in manufacturing cities es- 
pecially, to get places for boys in fac- 
tories and foundries, but organized la- 
bor has obtained laws in every State 
forbidding child labor, ostensibly for 
the health of the child, but really to 
get rid of his competition in work, and 
now they take to the streets and to 
idieness and crime. How much the 
health and morals of children have been 
improved 5 turning them from fac- 
tories into the streets, let the victims of 
crime in the reform school answer. 
Even the most cruel treatment of chil- 
dren by an occasional brutal employer 
is preferable to turning them into the 
streets in utter idleness, to be led into 
crime. But cruelties could be corrected 
without wholly forbidding child labor 
and would be if organized labor did not 
forbid child labor for mercenary pur- 


pores. 

“Not content to Invade  childhood’s 
right to work, organized labor has fol- 
lowed him to the reformatory and the 
penitentiary and has forbidden his 
working at any industry there ose 
output comes into competition with 
the output of organized labor in the 
market. With commendable zeal and 
pardonable innocence, some are taught 
trades: some are printers, some are 
carpeyters, and 80 on, and the charac- 
ter of their work testifies to their skill. 
But what good can all this do them 
when out of parole, or pardon, or time 
limit? Not one of them can find em- 
ployment in any vocation except as a 
‘scab.’ The moral effect of this social 
and industrial ostracism is fatal to im- 
provement and return to prison its al- 
most inevitable. It is not because the 
man has been in prison that he is os- 
tracized, but because he is a ‘scab.’ 
This is the moral effect, but the busi- 
ness result Is no less to be condemned. 
The prison may put on the market any 
go0ts that compete with the little that 
is left for unorganized labor. but the 
sacred realm of organized labor must 
not be invaded! As, in fact, there is no 
vocation but farming and working 
country roads that does not compete 
with organized labor in the market, and 
as it is difficult to get these within the 
prison, Gov. Durbin and the prison au- 
thorities are at their wit's end what to 
do with prison labor when the present 
contract is out. Practically, there is 
nothing thé prisoners can do under the 
present law. , 

ARBITRATION AND POLITICS. 

“Meanwhile the most wicked device 
of organized labor finds favor with 
some of us; it is a further conspiracy 
against the consumer, a scheme to en- 
force, by laws, their demand for higher 
weges, at the expense of the poor, 
whom they drive away from profitable 
industries. They call it a court of ar- 
bifration, whose function shall be to fix 
the wages of the employé: while no 
power on earth can compel any man 
outside the penitentiary to work for 
less wages than are satisfactory to 
him. Such is the grip organized labor 
has upon every trade, that it can com- 
pel the employer to pay union wages, 
now under the penalty of closing or se- 
riously crippli every factory in the 
land and stopping every car, but it 
reeks a law to at least make it respect- 
abie. The law may as well establish a 
court of arbitration to compel the 
blacksmith to pay the tailor a given 
price for making a coat, or the shoe- 
meker for making his shoes. Unless the 
consumer protests vigorously this law 
will be passed in the near future. 

Akin to this call for court to enforce 
the demands of organized labor, comes 
the proposition in the council of some 
cities to require all contracts for city 
work to be let to those who employ 
none but organized labor. The or- 
dinance, like the law to call for a so- 
called comrt of arbitration, is needless, 
for there has not been a contract made 
by the government or any State or city 
for. many years to any other class of 
contractors. Organized labor already 
excludes all unorganized labor from all 
public work. A law or ordinance is 
needless. It will not even allow a mem- 
ber of the fire force to work on repair- 
ing an engine house. That belongs to 
organized labor, they contend... 

“One feature of the organization con- 
cerns us less as ministers than it does 
as citizens. Remembtring thet it ts the 
most compact political organization in 
America, except the liquor league in its 
several branches, and remembering 
mat it is even more formidable than 
that because it is better organized and 
works more on the sly than that can, 
one cannot be indifferent to its power. 
Not any question on economics can be 
discussed in Federal or State Legisla- 
tures without the main question being, 
‘How will it affect organized labor?’ 
The farmer and all the world besides 
cut no figure.

Only a few months ago 
two union miners committed a murder 
in. Kentucky, and confessed it, and 
were indicted by a Kentucky jury. 
Pending the trial they escaped and 
found refuge the union miners 
of Greene county, Ind. The Kentucky 
authorities made a requisition upon 
Gov. Durbin for their extradition, which 
he granted. On hearing of this the 
Greene-county miners telegraphed to 
the Governor, at the Governor's ex- 
pense, demanding a revocation of the 
extradition papers under the penalty of 
the political displeasure of organized 
labor. The extradition paper was not 
revoked, but the fact shows the polit- 
ical arrogance of the organization. 

It is not more dangerous to the Wel- 
fare of the State than it is to party 
politics. Only so late as the last Re- 
publican State canvass for nominations 
to State offices it was conspicuous. One 
of the candidates for one of the most 
important offices was accused of having 
had at one time some business relations 
with a judge who had given a decision 
in his t which, though sound law, 
was offensive to organized labor, and 


this was made the occasion for a flerce | 


charge upon him, so he and Gov. Dur- 
bin are now under boycott. Any organ- 
ized element that can, at the beck of 
some central authority, be thrust into 

litics In that way is a m ce to po- 
itical honesty all the time, and es- 

ly to municipal uprightness. 
ENEMY OF THE CHURCH. 

“Before committing ourselves to any. 
measures to secure relations of confi- 
dence and sympathy with organized 
labor, it is well to inquire whether or 
not it merits our confidence and sym- 
pathy, for [ assume we are not to be 
misled by its claim that only those who 
belong to it are the wage earners, the 
tollers, the workingmen, of this world 
of toil and work. Every man who ful- 
fills his mission on earth is a working- 
man, and it is sheer impudence for the 
little handful who are organized against 
all the world besides to appropriate the 
honorable appellation of wage earner 
to themselves exclusively. In the study 
of this question it is important to re- 
member that it does not even claim to 
be a fraternal order, such as sons 
and Odd Fellows and the like and 
whose chief aim is brotherly love and 
eympathy. None of its immense capital 
is devoted to sick benefits or the burial 
of the dead; it has but one 4 * and 
that is the monopoly of all the profit- 
able industries by brute force. It has 
money by the millions to promote 
strikes, but not a dollar to help a sick 
brother. 


“Any man who is worthy and well | 


qualified may n any fraternalorder, 
the more the better, but only the few 
can join organized labor, lest too many 
may become partakers of the booty it 
secures by its methods. A father may 
not take hes own ton into his own shop 
to learn his own trade, without the con- 
sent of the union; and if 


comes, through other thannels, the 
very best of workman, that father does 
not dare to work with h on any job, 


but he ts to be branded a ‘scab’ and his 
children are to be humiliated among 
the children of the school ty being 
scorned as the children 6f a ‘scab,’ 
which is made as odious, in their eyes, 
as being the children of a drunkard or 
a thief. Can we have sympathy with 
such heartless tnhumanitv? No more 


can we sympathize with the methods it | 


uses to enforce ite demand of the ex- 
clusive right to the best industries. To 
us the wage earner who picks of a pre- 
carious living by such odd jobs as are 
left after the trades are supplied, is as 
dear as is the man who drives him to 
do small jobs or steal or starve. 

“But there is one phase of organized 
labor we cannot ignore as preachers 
and be gulltiess. It is the most formid- 
able organized enemy of the church in 
America. We antagonize it only as we 
preach the gospel of that brotherly love 
which does not drive away, by force, the 
man uh) wants tb work for a living, 
but which gives every man a chance 
with every other man. But this an- 
tagonisam is moral, not material, and 
touches only the organization, not the 
individual. Many of our closest per- 
sonal friends, as well as many of our 
most esteemed and useful church mem- 
bers, belong to the organization, be- 
cause it Is only thus they can find ac- 
cess to „ ofitable employment. They 
are useful and faithful in all the church 
stands for, always and everywhere pro- 
testing against the methods of the or- 
ganization. 

“Tt is not merely indifferent to the re- 
ligion of the Bible, but its leading mon 
are open and avowed haters. One can- 
not converse with a talking or walking 
delegate ten minutes without having to 


listen to the vilest vituperation against 


the church, and the literature of the or- 
ganization is composed largely, if not 
chiefly, of filings at the church and its 
members. Examples of this are num- 
berless. 

„This, then, is the summing up of the 
case. Organized labor has taken pos- 
session of all the more profitable trades 
in civilized life and will not allow our 
children to work at them, though ſdle- 
ness and crime be the only alternative. 
It arbitrarfly fixes the price of its prod- 
ucts to the consumers, while denying 
them the right to work to produce them, 
and there powers are affecting the poor 
more than the rich. It practically dic- 
tates legislation to the nation and the 
State and overawes the judicial and 
the executive departments of the gov- 
ernment, while it denounces the church 
as corrupt. What can our Methodist 
Episcopal churches in Indianapolis do 
to establish relations of confidence and 
sympathy with it? Can we do anything? 
If not, then what?

In fact, there was nothing within rea- 
son, as he often said to Madonna Pica, 
that his son could not afford to do. 
But to make bad bargains, to trade 
velvets and even a good horse for al- 
most nothing in the impulse of alms- 
giving was more than he could bear. 
The breach between the father and son 
grew. To be splendid while others 
suffered; to shower gifts on a dear son 
and deny them to God's poor; to 
have munificence for those friends who 
had much and so little for poor neigh- 
bors, our brothers, the lepers, our sis- 
ters the lowest of the earth! Francis 
was puzzied by the new aspect of 
things in this world. 

HAS GLEAMS OF HIS MISSION. 

A petty war broke out between Assisi 
and Perugia. and Francis joined the 
Assisians. He was taken prisoner, and 
he astounded his companions by his 
gayety. Why? Some strange power 
was working in his heart. sorrows 
of the poor, the afflictions of the weak 
— * him, but he dimly saw him- 
self as the healer. “Some day.“ he 
said, “the world will acclaim me.“ In 
his youth he had joved to make a good 
figure in the world; his companions 
knew it, and he answered them gayly,. 
not knowing that gleams of the light 
of his mission were upon his path. - 

Walter de Brienne asked him to fight 
for the Pope against the Germans. 
Enthusiastically he went, appareled 
magnificently. But when he saw 

r knight, tattefed and miserable, he 
orced his gorgeous Cothes upon him. 
“Thou canst choose between the slave 
and the Master.“ a voice said to him. 
“Why. then, choose the slave?“ 

Not by wealth nor by war nor by 
intellect nor by temporal power had 
the world been saved. There was only 
one Master. He had not been rich or 
warlike or proud. Love, then, meant 
to this reader of the Bible the giving 
up of all possessions. 

A POET OF THE PEOPLE. 

Let us observe that St. Francis did 
not forbid his followers the enjoyment 
of the beauty of the world. He was a 
poet, the first Italian poet to sing in 
the vernacular of the people. He loved 
the people; to die for the people would 
have been easy, but to live for them 
was harder. They must see him even 

er than they; they must be taught 
to love all creatures, to know the sun 
as their brother, the moon as their sis- 
ter. They treated God's creatures, the 
animals. brutally. To this he opposed 
his example of sweetness and kindness, 
even to the smallest bird. The Budd- 
hist would not kill the animals. but he 
did not love them; Francis would sing 
of the living brotherhood of creation, 
and he did it in his famous “Song of 
the Creatures.” The poor should learn 
also to be content with little things, to 
be grateful for the blue of the sky, the 
simple herbs, fair to look at and 
sweet for their simple salads. The rich 
had their great palaces and their glow- 
ing pictures, but the poor had the tem- 
ple of God, with our gentle sister, the 
water, to le ve them tenderly, to quench 
their thirst, and the fine pictures made 
for them by their brother, the sun, The 
simple life, the Nfe of poverty, could 
only be made »eautiful by love of the 
Creator, and His creatures. There were 
those in this decaying Italy who did 
not love little children, who did not 
look on them as a biessing, who acted 


as if they were a burden. At Christmas 


Francis, with great patience, fashioned 
ficures of the little Christ, of the ador- 
ing ox and the ass, of the humble shep- 
herds and the worshiping kings. The 
were for the children; the stable ha 
been the firet Christian church, and 
here it was for the children. It was St. 
Francis, a child at heart, who made 
the coming of the Christmas time the 
birthday, the twelfth night, the scason 
of the children. 
FRANCIS’ SECOND BIRTH. 

But this was after he had chosen the 
bitter, and the better part through 
love. The war in his heart made him 
ill after he came back. He was no longer 
Francis of the merry cheek, and the 
gay voice.

Bernardone, angered by his gifts to 
the poor, brought him before the mag- 
istrates. © Francis appealed to the 
8 Why should his father regret 
to help the little ones of Christ? If he 
must choose between an earthly father, 
whose clothes he wore, and the com- 
mands of a heavenly Father, to whom 
his soul belonged, he would choose then 
and there. Before the wondering crowd, 
who had come to look on him as a fool 
—he, the once beloved and courted of 
all the rich youths of Assisi—cast off 
the garments that belonged to his 
father Let the gold and the lands of 
his father go; he gave them up willing- 
ly, to the amazement of all about him. 
“No, he would be no longer the son 
of Bernardone, bowed by earthly carer; 
he had only one father, the Father of 
the poor in heaven.” 

Almost naked he stood, poor for the 
sake of the poor, as when he came into 
the world. A peasant’s frock, coarse, 
rougt, was thrown over him: he caught 
up a piece of rope and tied it about 
him. He dipped his hand in mortar 
and traced a cross on his breast. Fran- 
cia, the rich, the acciaimed, the heir of 
luxury, was Francis the pauper, with 
no place in which to lay his head. In 
all Italy there was not such another 
man—none willing to be poor for love of 
the poor, The motives that guided him 
had been lost sight of by his country- 
men. Even his father did not under- 
stand them. The temple was in ruins. 
If the Lord would not build it through 
His servants, who could? So, to the as. 
tonishment of his world, Francis began 
the building, following the scriptural! 
miunction of his Lord. 

HIS DIFFICULT TASK. 

The world seemed to be in spiritual 
anarchy. The Cathari, a very powerful 
organization, forbidding marriage and 
suicide, was beginning to

“Under what 
rule shall we live?“ Francis turned to 
the Bible and opened at the text: “If 
thou wouldst be perfect, go, sell al 
thou hast, and give it to the poor.” 
And, again, the Bible was consulted, 
and the answer 3 nothing 
on A third time, in the 
name of the Trinity, the pages unclosed: 
“He who would follow „ let him re- 
nounce himself.“ 

By the example of Francis the indo- 
lent clergymen forced themselves to ac- 
tivity. Abuses of credulity, supersti- 
tions and the selling of holy things 
were corrected. A desire for love and 
tne citizens who

ness to the people, who learned that 
the world was not all dark and hopeless 
because they were poor.

“A certain youth,” says The Little 
Flowers of St. Francis,’ “had caught 
one day a number of turtle doves, and 
as he was taking them to market, he 
met St. Francis, who, having a singular 
compassion for these gentle creatures, 
looked at the doves with eyes of pity 
and said to the youth: ‘O youth, 
l pray thee give me these gentle birds 
to which in the holy scriptures chaste 
and faithful souls are com and 
do not let them fall into the hands of 
cruel men, who would kill them.’ And 
immediately the young man, being, in- 
spired by God, gave them all to St. 
Francis, and he received them in his 
bosom and said to them tenderly, ‘O 
my simple little sisters, innocent and 
chaste doves, why have you let your- 
selves be snared? See, I will snatch 
you from death and make nests for 
you, wherein you may increase and 
multiply according to the command of 
our Creator.’ 

“And St. Francis went and made 
nests for them all, and they took to 
their nests and laid eggs, and hatched 
them without fear before the eyes of 
the brothers, and they were as tame 
and as familiar with the brothers and 
St. Francis as if they had been do- 
mestic fowls, always accustomed to be 
fed by their owners; and they would

CAPTAIN'S STORY. 


A COLOPADO RIVER BOAT LEFT 
SEVENTY FEET ABCVE WATER, 
; {Specially Contributed to The Times.] 


Thirty years ago the traffic on the 
Colorado River was probably as heavy 
as it Its today, though then it was 
largely dore by means of sailing 
craft. When the. wind was from the 
wrong quarter, a vesel bound up 
stream had nothing to do but to an- 
chor, but in the Black Cafion, where 
the water ran the swiftest, the old- 
time river captains set great iron rings 
into the walls of the cliffs and worked 
their vessels from ring to ring into 
the smoother water above the rapids. 

Something in the very grandeur of 
the illimitable size of the cafions of 
the siver tends toward what might be 
called exaggeration on the part of the 
narrators of the tales of the olden 
days along the stream. The great 
river pilots since the stream has been 
navigated have been but two, Capt. 
Mellen and Capt. Polhemus. It was 
the former, as weather-beaten an old 
salt as ever sailed the briny seas, who 
told this story, among many, of the 
tribulations that * the work of 
the mariners within a land of the 
world knows as waterless: 

“I had a schooner in those days that 
I had specially fitted for the river. 
She was sheathed with boiler iron and 
could hammer up against a rock in 
a rapid in a way that a wooden vessel 
could not have stood a minute. She 
was expensive to build, but was eco- 
nomical to run. I lost her in the odd- 
est way imaginable. I had been up 
about the mouth of the Virgin to de- 
liver some mining freight. The river 
was high and must have been about 
one hundred feet deep in the cafion. 
We were coming down with the cur- 
rent, very carefully, usually easing ip 
over the rapids by running ropes out 
to the rings. One place, though, we 
had to run a rapid where a great point 
of rock stuck out almost in the middle 
of the stream. The small boat was 
sent below first, and then the schooner 


steered just a little crooked, for when 
she got into the current she smashed 
up amidship against the pinnacle, and, 
would you believe it, the current was 
so strong that it just bent her around 
that rock like a necktie. The iron 
would not break, so there she stuck. 
The men jumped overboard and were 
taken up by the small boat below. 
They managed to reach Fort Mohave 
in safety. It was along in the winter 
time when I went up the cafion again. 
The water was low, and what do you

twisted around that point of rock, like 
the ark on Ararat, was my blamed old 
schooner, high and dry. No, I din't 
try to do anything with her. She was 
past repair. I did not go up the 
eafion again for some years, and I 
guess that some of the floods that 
came after must have broken her 
ioose, for she is not there now.” And 
the captain sighed a sigh and gazed 
retrospectively into the distance. 

It is probable that the Colorado will | 
never become very valuable as a com- 
mercial highway. but along its shores 
some day will arise a second Egypt 
of agricultural fertility and wealth. 
Already its waters are being diverted 
upon the almost boundless plain in the 
extreme southern part of California. 
Other great enterprises contemplate 
the construction of immense canals 
for the watering of the fertile areas 
that lie beyond the eastern banks, ex- 
tending far into Mexico. In the cafions 
above, beside the rapids and water- 
falls, may yet be generated power that 
will turn the wheels of the South- 
west ond that will lift water to the 
plateaus far above, for the changing. 
of the arid areas into garden spots 
where now is only desert. Today, 
however, the river rolls on to the ocean 
unchecked, its 22 tide almost un- 
utilized by mankind.

FEAR THAT THE BIG LAKES WILL DISAPPEAR 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has 
extended to the Canadian gov- 
ernment an invitation to take 
part in a consultation respect- 
ing the waters of the Great 


2 Lakes, with a view to arriving at a deci- 


sion as to what ought to be done to main- 
tain the surface level of those waters at 
a point high enough to suit the require- 
ments of navigation. It is proposed to ap- 
point three experts to represent the 
United States in this negotiation—an offi- 
cer of the Engineer Corps of the Army, a 
civil engineer versed in the hydraulics of 
the Great Lakes, and a lawyer of experi- 
enee in questions of riparian and interna- 
tional law. Canada, if ghe assents, will 
designate three competent men to act in 
her behalf, and the six, after making a 
theredgh investigation of the question, 
will present reports which are expected to 
serve as the basis of a trenty. 

The main project is to raise the level of 
Lake Erie by means of a dam or weir 
placed across the Niagara river. It would 
be a massive structure of stone and con- 
crete, provided with sluices for disposing 


of the surplus water in certain months of 
the year--especially February, March and 
April. The most sultable spot for a dam 
would be just below Tonawanda, N. Y.; 
but it is mor® likely that preference will 
be given to a submerged weir at the foct 
of the lake, below Buffalo Harbor. Such 
a structure would consist of 200 feet of 
fixed weir, with thirteen sluices, o feet 
wide and 24 feet deep, and would cost 
$2,236,000. Ot course, there would have to 
be a lock to allow vessels to pass from 
Lake Erie to the ports on the Niagara 
river. 

It is thought: that this amount of 
money would be well expended in secur- 
ing a uniform level for Lake Erie, whica 
at the present time varies so much in 


this respect that the water in the har- 


bors, as at Buffalo and Cleveland, is 


often of insufficient depth for ships, while 


the same difficulty occurs from time to 
time in the channels connecting the lakes, 
such as the Detroit river, the St. Mary's 
river and the St. Clair river. There should 
be a minimum depth of 20 feet at the 


“mean low stage in the channels and in 
the harbars, whereas frequently it is 
much less, 

Unfortunately, the navigation season ts 
just the time of year when the water is 
lowest, and so much trouble has arisen 
from this cause that something has got 
to be done, the problem being to find a 
way of maintaining the level at or near 
high-water stage through the months 
when ships are using the channels and 
harbors. Of course, the Great Lakes com- 
pose one immerse Bystem, and what is 
done in Lake Erie must affect more or 
leas the other bodies of fresh water con- 
nected with it. The so-called Waterways 
Commission has figured out the whole 
business in detail, and declares that the 
upper lakes serve as reservoirs for stor- 
ing up the surplus water in wet years, 
thus regulating the supply to some ex- 
tent. 

This is very fortunate, Inasmuch as 
the water supply of the Jake system is 
in some years more than twice as great 
as it is in other years. Meand lle evap- 


oration ts going on all the time, the lakes 
losing in this way no less than 220,000 
cubie feet per second throughout the 
year, while a quantity of water just about 


equal runs off thrdugh the Niagara river. 


and over the falls. In these two ways 
the water supply is disposed of, to be re- 
pla by rainfall from a water-shed two 
and a half times the area of the lakes 
themselves. 

The proposed weir will hold up the level 
of Lake Erie, preventing it from going 
beiow a certain point, while the sluices 
will be counted upon to carry off any sur- 
plus during the wet season. At the same 
time, there is danger that an exceptional 
rainfall might (notwithstanding the 
sluices) raise the level too high, causing 
the water to back up along the shores 
and damage property. And if lands were 
overfiowed at any time claims would cer- 
tainly be made that the dam Was respon- 
sible for the mischief. Of course, property 
interests on the Canadian side are in- 
volved as well as our own, and this 
makes the affair one of international im- 
portaree,

Petrified, indeed, must be 
his heart, if he catches none of the inspiration of such 
a spot. He ought to go forth from it among his fellow-' 
men with radiant glory on his face, like Moses from the 
holy mount. He who sees most of God in his works 
ought to show the stamp of divinity upon his character, 
and lead an eminently holy life.” 

Accepting the truth of these utterances, what noble: 
men should come forth from the grand, mountained and

OUR AVENUES OF ADVANCE. 


TOPOGRAPHIC division of the Postoffice Depart-. 
ment, says the Boston Transcript, is now at work 
bringing out a new set of post-route maps adapted 
to the apportionment of the Congress districts in 
the several States under the census of 1900. 

These route-mafs, while affording important political 
studies, have a more general interest in their relation 
to popular tntelligence.

Rich Americans in Paris. 


There_are many rich American men who make Paris 
their permanent residence, and among them bankers, 
lawyers and dentists who count their money in millions. 
You have all heard of Dr. Evans, the dentist who was 
such a close friend of the Empres Eugenie, who made a 
great fortune during the days of Louis Napoleon. His 
family still lives in Paris, and one of his sons, I under- 
stand, carries on the business of his father, although he 
is, I believe, a French Count. One of the big banks here 
is that of Morgan, Harjes & Co., which is backed by the 
millionaire Morgans of the United States, of which Pier- 
pont Morgan is one. Another American bank is that of 
Munroe & Co., and another still the Seligmann Bros. 

One of the richest of the American colonists is a news- 
paper man. I mean James Gordon Bennett, who has for 
years made Paris his home. He has close telegraphic 
communications with the Herald office in New York, and 
practically edits his paper by cable. Mr. Bennett keeps 
up his establishment here whether he is in the city or 
not. -The servants are always in full dress and always 
on duty. If you call at the house you will be informed 
that they do not know if Mr. Bennett is in, and they 
will go off to find out. A moment later you may be told 
he is in Nice, or Cairo, or off on his yacht in some other 
part of the world. The Figaro speaks very highly of Ben- 
nett, calling France the land of his adoption, and say- 


ing that he is the friend of all Parisians, and that au 
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Los Angeles Sunday Times. 


are his friends. One of the queerest of the newspapers 
published in France is the Paris edition of the New York 
Herald. It is like nothing in England or America, being 
devoted chiefly to French and continental society news. 
I understand that Mr. Bennett is a8 much interested in 
it as in his great paper in New York, and that he is kept 
advised of all that appears in it. The Paris paper is cir- 
culated freely over the country, and copies of it are sent 
gratuitously to all American consuls and ministers, as 
well as to the chief clubs of the world. The paper sells 
for twenty centimes in Paris, and for two pence in 
England. 


Cintas of 


There is an American Chamber of Commerce in Paris 
which is becoming very important to American trade. It 
has its offices in the Rue Scribe, just back of the Grand 
Hotel, and under the shadow of the Grand Operahouse, 
in the very heart of business Paris. The chamber was 
founded eight years ago with ten members, and it has 
now 232, embracing the leading Americans of the French 
capital. Its business is to further commercial and in- 
dustrial relations between the United States and France, 
and to investigate all matters bearing upon American 
trade. It holds regular meetings, publishes an annual 
report, and issues bulletins every two weeks with all 
items of interest regarding Franco-American commerce. 
The chamber has a library of 1200 volumes, and a read- 
ing-room well supplied with American newspapers, and 
especially with our trade journals. 

The president is Francis Kimbel, and the secretary 
Edward Green. I find the Chamber of Commerce a valu- 
able repository of American and French statistics, and 
am indebted to its secretary, Mr. Green, for valuable 
assistance regarding the American invasion. In talking 
with me today he said that the United States now stands 
about second in the French import trade and fifth in the 
export trade. We are supplying France with about 6% 
per cent. of its imported food stuffs, and about 7 per 
cent. of the imported manufactured articles. 


What We Sell France. 


I asked Mr. Green to give me what our chlet French 
exports were. He replied: 

“The principal ones are cotton, copper, petroleum, to- 
bacco, tailow and lumber. In 1900 we sold France more 
than $27,000,000 worth of cotton, almost $6,000,000 worth 
of tobacco, and more than $7,500,000 worth of oil. Our 
copper exports amounted almost to $12,000,000, and our 
sales of machines and machinery to more than $7,000,000. 
We sold her over $2,000,000 worth of meat, almost $5,- 
‘000,000 worth of lumber and $4,000,000 worth of grain 
and flour. The total exports in that year were almost 
$92,000,000, according to the French figures, and this is 
under the real amount, as many of the goods come in 
through England. and are accredited to that country. 

“In addition to the articles I have mentioned, there are 
many others which we sell in large quantitig. The 
Americans have a good trade in tools, furniture, and 
hides. They sell dried apples for cider, india rubber 
goods, feathers for hats and millinery, canned lobsters, 
and a large amount of chemical products. 


Our Reciprocity Treaty With France. 


“I look for a considerable increase in American trade,” 
continued Mr. Green. when our new treaty goes into et- 
fect. This treaty was signed in July, 1899, and it is to be 
ratified on the 24h of next September. By it our raw 
materials are to be admitted on the payment of minimum 
duties and the United States makes a reduction on 
French imports of silk, cotton and linen goods, and also 
on articles de Paris, food manufactures, glass, metal and 
paper wares. This will bring in our breadstuffs under a 
much lower rate of duty than they are now paying, and 
we will be able to compete more successfully in these re- 
spects with other countries. In the past France has had 
reciprocal treaties with England and Beigium, so that 
their have come in under the minimum tariff, 
while we have had to pay the maximum tariff. Indeed, 
more than $11,000,000 in duties were paid on our exports 
to France in the year 1900. 


I have referred to the American art colony. It is en- 
tirely apart from the rich society crowd, living chiefly in 
the Latin Quarter and having a little world of its own 
The colony is large, consisting of both artists and 
students. Every salon has its American pictures, and 
the American artists stand well and not infrequently 
take honors. This is eo both of women and men. 

Paris has now a society of American painters, estab- 
lished to advance the interests of its American artists, 
and among its members are such men as Bridgman,’ 
Story, MacEwan, Weeks, Edwin Abbey, John S. Sargent 
and others. There is also an American Art Association, 
composed of both artists and etudents. The president 
of this is Rodman Wanamaker, the son of John Wana- 
maker, and among its sustaining members are Gen. 
Horace Porter, the United States Ambassador, and John 
K. Gowdy, our Consul-General. Many of our artists are 
married and live in Paris with their families. Some are 
rich, but many are very poor. This is especially so of 
students, many of whom come here under the mistaken 
idea that they possess genius, only to struggle along for 
years on the edge of starvation and then to give up 
despair. 


An American Girl at the Grand Opera. 


There are many Americans here studying music, and 
not a few who have decided talent. Among those who 
are now attracting considerable attention is a young girl 
from Texas, who has just made a contract to sing in the 
Opera Comique, and another is Miss Bessie Abbott, who 
has a two years’ contract for star parts in the Grand 
Operahoure. Miss Abbott has a fine soprano voice, and 
the French have, as it were, adopted her as one of their 
great artists. The Grand Operahouse, as you know, 
ranks at the top of the operahouses of the world. It is 


Washington, and it covers as much ground as the na- 
tional Capitol. It is to a certain extent a government 
institution and has soldiers in uniform and policemen on 
guard at the entrance. Full dress is expected in most 
of the seats, and the patrons of it are among the richest 
and most fashionable of the French capital. 


Yankee Professional Men in Paris. 


fessional men who are making money in Paris. They are 
numbered by scores and most of them charge larger fees 
than are common at home. There are many American 
doctors who belong to the Anglo-American Medical So- 
ciety and a number of others outside. Paris has twenty- 
five American dentists, who are members of the Amer- 
ican Dental Club, in addition to others who are not. It 
has American lawyers, American electrical engineers and 
hundreds of American business men, including importers 
and exporters, principals and agents. There are perhaps 
a dozen newspaper correspondents; several American 
architects and not a few American bartenders. 

Within the last few weeks an American commercial 
directory has been published, giving an alphabetical 
list of American firms and all matter of interest to Amer- 
icans in Paris. It is a book of about three hundred 
pages, which shows something of the extent of the col- 
ony. In running over ita pages I notice the following 
companies with American names: There is an Amer- 
ican bicycle company, and American cotton company, an 
American saddle company, an American coal and ship- 
ping agency, and an American trading union which deals 
in clocks. Then there is an American autograph com- 
pany, an American estate agency, which may furnish 
titles and estates to our codfish millionaires, as well as 
an American tar paper company, and an American dan- 
cing academy. 

As to the American typewriters, they are all repre- 
sented, as are our bicycles and phonographs. The Amer- 
ican line has a steamship office here, and L have already 
spoken of our express companies and life insurance es- 
tablishments. 

There are several American book stores in Paris, the 
chief of which is Brentano’s. There is a Boston baker, 
an American grocer and several large American jewelry 
stores. Among the queerest of the latter are those which 
sell paste diamonds and gold-filled American watches. 
‘They advertise the fact that their clocks all speak Eng- 
lish and call their jewels real American diamonds. The 
so-called diamonds are today the most brilliant things 
shown on the boulevards. There is one company which 
has four or five shops filled with brilliants and paste set 
in every possible way. It has the same price for every 
article in its shop windows, whether the stone be as big 
as the head of a pin or the size of a walnut. The price 
is £.8, or $1.60. The goods are displayed under electric 
lights, and a crowd of French men and women gathers 
about the shops every evening. As far as I can see, the 
stones look as brilliant as the real diamonds costing 
thousands and tens of thousands of francs, which are 
shown in the other jewelry stores near by, and the jew- 
elers tell me that only experts can tell the difference. 


Cost of Living in Paris. 


I_ have received a number of letters from Americans 
asking questions about the cost of the different methods 
of living in Paris. It is just about the same here as in 
other parts of the world. You can live for little or you 
can pay as much as you like. The hotels are rather ex- 
pensive, but there are a great number of pensions or 
boarding-houses where, for a dollar a day and upward, 
you can have a furnished room and all your meals. You 
chould get a good one for about f. 10. You can alzo rent 
a room without board for from f.30 to £.50 a month, serv- 
ice included, and there are restaurants everywhere that 
will furnish you meals. 

Nearly every family in Paris lives in a flat. It is un- 
common for a man to have a house to himself, and when 
so the house is called an hotel. Rents are so high that 
only the very rich can afford so much style. Paris is a 
city of stores and apartment-houses. The stores are on 
the ground floor and the apartments above. The latter 
range in size from two rooms upward, and vary in price 
from a few francs up to thousands of francs per month. 
All apartments are usually taken for a year, the pay- 
ments being made quarterly, either on the eighth or fif- 
teenth of each month. If you leave you must give notice 
for some time beforehand. 


Flats are rented both furnished end unfurnished. 
Those who wish to rent unfurnished flats can hire their 
furniture for so much a month. The furnished flats are 
of course the higher, and one must be care‘ul in making 
his contract for them. It is very important to have a 
carefully-attested liet of the furniture and its condition 
or at the close you will be charged for more than you 
had, and old breaks will have es be remedied by cash or 
by new furniture. 

In many places the landlord will demand that you pay 
your rent before going in, and you will be asked for six 
months’ rent in advance. At the end of the first three 
months they will come down upon you for an additional 
three months’ rent, so that your rent will be kept about 
six months in advance all the time. 

Foreigners Must Pay Taxes. 

Shortly after taking a house or flat in Paris the Amer- 
ican is called upon by the tax collector. The authorities 
here assess taxes not on what you have. but on what. 
you appear to have. If you live in a certain style you 
are taxed proportionately, and the criterion is your rent. 
The tax ranges from 11 to 14 per cent. of this amount, 
so that if you pay $500 a year rent you will have to pay 
about $55 a year in taxes. 

This is common in all parts of Paris, not only with 
those who rent houses, but those who rent business es- 
tablishments. The percentage of tax increaces with the

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WOMEN FARM HANDS. 


HUNDREDS OF THOUSANDS OF THEM 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 


By a Special Contributor. 


O AN American in Europe it looks strange to gee 
women at-work in the fields. He thinks it a sign 

of superior civilization that in the United States 
‘women do not commonly till the crops. Yet within the 
limits of the city from which he sailed hundreds of 
women are today employed as farm laborers, and within 
a few miles’ radius of New York may be found more than 
3000 women farmers and farm hands. 5 

In fact, if the returned tourist were to explore the 
country roads to the south of the village of Jamaica, 
Long Island, he might also think himself back in Aus- 
tria or Italy, so gay are head kerchiefs and the cotton 
dresses of the small, brown-skinned, bright-eyed women 
who are everywhere busy in the flat, level fields. To- 
ward evening, when the sun is setting behind the trees 
of Woodhaven, gilding in the distance the spire of a 
little Italian church, the tourist might see before him 
many a scene suggestive of Millais’s “Angelus.” The 
woman with the hoe is as common as she is picturesque 
in the landscape. 

Crowded in the tenements of Jamaica live at least 1000 
women who are employed more or less steadily on the 
surrounding truck farms. Here is another foreign 
touch for the traveler. In former days the European 
peasant was a village dweller for the sake of security— 
as in brigand-cursed Sicily he still must be—going out 
in the morning to work in perhaps distant fields. The 
habit, thus established, has lived and has been trans- 
planted, and, joined with convenience and the social 


mothers work, the babies sleep or kick in the sunshine. 

As soon as the children are old enough to pull a pod, 
they, too, are called into service, and at noon when 
work stops and the luncheon of rye bread, cheese and 
onions is eaten, the scene is festive. Groups gather by 
families under trees or shelters thatched with green 
boughs. Sometimes, among Italian or French laborers, 
there is singing. 

The wages received by women farm hands are better 
than might be supposed. For filling a two-bushel bag of 
peas a picker gets 25 cents; for beans half as much. At 
these rates a good hand earns $1.50 per day. One reason 
for comparatively high earnings is curious; the two- 
bushel bag has shrunk gradualy in size until now it 
holds only a bushel ang a half. The farmers have tried 
to substitute the bushel as the unit of measure, but the 
women object, and bag measure is still customary. 

To insure industry the farmers, when possible, pay by 
quantity. Some have tried to pay for weeding by the 
row but, as rows in different fields are of different 
lengths, pay by time is more convenient. The usual 
rates are 75 cents or $1 per day. 

Even when hiring by the week, the farmers pay their 
help daily. Every afternoon the farmer appears in the 
fields carrying a leather bag filled with silver or one- 
dollar bills, and the women form in line to receive their 
earnings. The farmer says he takes this trouble be- 
cause he cannot tell the women apart, and if he waited 
until Saturday night there might be endless confusion 
in his pay rolls. we

Capturing Women Farm Hands. 


Long Island’s women farm hands are mainly Poles 
from Russian Poland. They work for American, Irish 
and German truck farmers? who hire them by the day. 
In harvest time, when a farmer needs women laborers, 
he lays in a stock of one-dollar bills and passes the word 
to one of his men. The man stops the first Polak he 
meets and points to a field. Few Polaks speak English, 
but the sign is enough. Next morning at the farm gate 
there may be fifty women waiting. | 

The farmer who lives at a distance from the village 
uses a different method. Harnessing a big hay cart. 
de drives to town, halts, beckons to a group of women 
in the street, waits until twenty or more have scrambled 
in, and then drives off with his capture. His object is to 
prevent the straggling of his help, and to make sure the 
number wanted; but in the dewy freshness of the early 
morning the wagon loads of laughing girls look less like 
laborers than a picnic party. 

Women are employed for planting onions, for harvest- 
ing crops that are picked by hand, such as green peas, 
string beans, lima beans and tomatoes: for bunching 
rhubarb and for weeding tender crops, like onions and 
young carrots, that cannot stand the cultivator. 

In planting time and in June and September, when 
the first and second crops of peas are gathered, the out- 
flocking of women is sudden. One may see as many as 
fifty at work in a plot of a few acres where the day be- 
fore there was not one. 

“They say labor's scarce in the West,” said one far- 
mer; “it’s plenty here. Whistle, and you'll see a dozen 
women comin’.” Another farmer said that Polaks were 
ag thick as mosquitoes. 


_ Babies in the Fields. 


In June, when green peas must be rashed to market 
and every day’s delay means monetary loss, the larger 
farmers need all the help they can get, so even women 
with babies are set picking. Up and down the fields, 
between long, straight, green rows of vines, stand baby 


Flocking in village tenements, the Long Island Poles 
remain as Old World in habits as they might in a New 
York “quarter.” They speak little English. The women 
wear head ‘kerchiefs, black sometimes, as often white 
or red. Some wear hoods, many work bare héaded. 
They wear short, full cotton skirts and big aprons. 
Many work bare-footed, their tanned soles peeping out in 
rows behind their skirts as they kneel at weeding. . 

They are not easy subjects for the wandering photo- 
grapher. Sometimes they run from the “devil in the 
box; sometimes they are afraid of being victims of some 
scheme. “No gotta no monma todaya,” they scream at 
sight of the camera. Even a bit of silver dropped iu 
each hand needs a minute to teach them that money 
for once is passing in a pleasant direction. Then what 
a change from suspicion! Down on the grass they fling 
themselves, laughing, chattering, pulling their aprons, 
watching as eagerly as children. ~ 


When the Day’s Work Ends. 


By three o'clock in the afternoon, when market Wag- 
ons start for the city, pea picking stops. This gives the 
women time for fagot gathering. Some land owners pay 
their help partly by giving the run of a wood lot. By 
five o'clock, through the country lanes the women are 
moving villageward, wheeling fagots in u barrow. carry- 
ing them in upturned aprons or bundled up on their 
heads, just as their fore-mothers in Europe have done 
for centuries.

Accidents Where Danger is Least. 


Another peculiarity about accidents is that they 
seldom occur at points where the danger is known to 
be great.

contempt and people get careless. 

“Personally, I don't think fenders are much as life 
savers. 3 

“We can’t very well prove how efficacious they really 
are. If there is an accident you can’t tell how much 
worse it might have been if no fender was in use. On 
the other hand, UH you have no fender, you can’t tell 
whether the use of a fender would have prevented the 
accident. From what I have seen I believe fenders are 
really dangerous on a crowded thoroughfare like Broad- 
way where cars run every half minute. A pedestrian 
crossing the streets hurriedly, sees only the car, meas- 
ures the distance to the car with his eye and forgets 
the existence of the fender.

THB SECRET OF BIRD SOARING, 


A NATURALIST WHO THINKS HE HAS FOUND IT 
INSIDE THE QUILLS. 


{Chambers’s J What is the motive power of 
a quiescent bird that moves it through air resistance 
and keeps its heavy body from falling? We are abso- 
lutely baffled when confronted with the problem of a 
soaring bird. | 

It does not move its wings when it has once got well 
Started; its moving parts seem to be of use merely to 
get it off some unknown dead center; it has infinite ca- 
pacity for taking advantage of balance; and al! this is 
done while violating every known mechanical law, bold- 
ing up a heavy body in the air, and overcoming strong 
atmospheric resistance at a rapid rate without dlscov- 
erable expenditure of energy 


Yet weight is absolutely necessary for fight, and the 


relative area of wing expanse diminshes as the weight 


of the bird increases. For example, a gnat which pos- 
sesses a very light, fairy-like body, has about eleven 
times the wing area of a swallow in proportion to the 
weight of each. : 

I have been trying to discover tiſe exact structure of a 
bird’s surfaces, which enables it to get the soaring force 
from the air pressure under its wings for the past fifteen 
‘years. The task seemed hopeless until accident settled 
the case. I had located in the foothills of the Flat Top 
Mountains of Colorado, in the dry air of that region, to 
prosecute my task, where the yellow-tailed hawks that 
were admirable soaring birds were abundant. 

A precipitous cliff 1000 feet high was near, from which 
I floated all sorts of surfaces, and year after year ihe 
quest went on. A furious forest fire had filled the air 
with smoke and ashes*and the odor of burning wood 
was in evidence for months. 

I had killed a large hawk and was examining its 
feathers when a stain was detected on the sides of the 
quill, between the spicules, that was not- before seen. A 
small magnifier gave it the appearance of discolorations 
about the throat of a dust exhaust in a planing mill. 

A microscope was at once procured, wih an outfit of 
objectives from sixty to one hundred diameters, and in 


an hour’s time I knew more about bird flights thaa 


twenty-five years of study had given me. 

The discolorations extended along each spicule be- 
tween the plates. The downy filamen's filling the dou- 
ble wall structure of the wings were stained in the same 
unusual manner. This stain, when scraped off and ex- 
amined, resembled soot from a stovepipe, showing that 


the fire with it. I had been the slave of preconceived 
ideas. 
And this brings me to the device that soars the bird. 
What is a feather? It is an air engine, and the bird 
surfaces are made of them. They have been looked om 
as a light, flexible material for making an extended sur- 
face impervious to air that would readily fold upon it- 
self, and their exquisite mechanical structure has been 
erlooked. 


The mechanical service of the plates is obvious. The 
curve impinges against the air current through the 
feathers and drives the bird to the front. Pressure pro- 
duced by the normal factor of weight is thus made te 
serve as the motive power of flight.

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OUR GAME FISHES. 


SOME OF THE KINDS CAUGHT OFF THE 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA COAST. 


. By a Special Contributor. 


HERE is very little inland fishing done in Califor- 

nia except in a few isolated mountain streams, where 

trout are still fairly abundant. Even in the larger 
rivers ‘of the North, fishing ie very poor as compared 
with that to be had in the streams of the Northern 
Mississippi Valley. One reason for this is probably to be 
found in climatic conditions; another in the general un- 
certainty of California rivers, and it may well be that the 
geological “newness”. of this section has something to do 
with the dearth of finny inhabitants in its rivers. 

But be that as it may, we must turn for our fishing, if 
we have any, to the salt waters of the near-by channel 
or farther out in the open sea. The Pacific is as full of 
fish as the Atlantic, but very little commercial use is 
made of them save in the northwest, whence comes most 


of our canned salmon, and in the sardine cannery at San 


Pedro. The primary object with many of us, when we 

fish, is to replenish our larder, and, as an edible fish, the 

mackerel probably takes the lead in these waters, with 

the yellowtail a close second. Many like the long, slim 
too, but these are in the minority. 

The mackerel is a member of one of the most im- 
portant of the fish families. Wherever the residents of 
a coast depend upon fishing as a means for Jivelihood, 
the mackerel will be found to be the fish 
sought.

They are very good eating, and 
also run in schools, like the mackerel, though never in 
such large bands. They do not bite so readily as the 
mackerel, either, but have to be tempted by some delicate 
bait which particularly appeals to their fastidious taste.

The albicore has the reputation of being one of the 
gamiest fishes known to these waters. Many are caught 
with rod and line at Catalina yearly, but few are ever so 
unwary as to get caught in nets, however artfully these 
may be arranged. The average albicore is a big fel- 
low, and it often happens that he puts up a strenuous 
fight when fairly hooked. Only those who have played

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HUNTING THE QUAIL. 


A SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA SPORT FOR 
THE SEASON WILL SOON OPEN. 


By a Staff Writer. 


RECENT writer has called attention to the fact 
Av the Americans were the first people to intro- 

duce into fiction the life, savage and civilized, of 
the forest, and that more of admiration for wild scenery 
and fondness for wild life appears in a week's publica- 
tions in America today than remains in the entire lit- 
erature of Greece and Rome taken together. It is 
more than this fondness and admiration that takes, the 
hunter into the bills these bright autumnal days, for he 
4s lured onward by the love of sport and the desire to 
prove himself equal to securing that king of game birds, 
the California quail. October ushers in the open season 
for the quail, and for this the enthusiastic hunter has 
kept his thoroughbred dogs chained in imaction for 
months, ang they seem to know when he dons his worn 
old shooting coat and gets dbwn his shotgun that now 
they are to renew the joys of the bird season—that they 
are to thread with him the mazes of the chaparral in the 
golden mornings when the mountains seem transparent. 
60 delicaely blue is the haze that enwraps them. The 
foothills with the orchards and vineyards nestling at 
their feet are the refuge of myriads of quail, and this 
g@eason, in spite of the dry weather, they are unusually 
numerous. Owing to the efforts of the Game Protective 
Association, and the rigid enforcement of the game laws. 


the quail, this year, have reared their young in compara- 


tive security, and high praise is que to those true sports- 
men who have realized that they must put out of busi- 
ness the game butcher and the market hunter, if our 
American forests are not to be entirely bereft of the 
deer, the quail and other wild game. : 

A drive of a couple of hours from Los Angeles will 
bring the hunter into good quail country, if he go in 
the direction of the foothills, but let him not delude 
himself with the idea that the work of securing the 
coveted bird is easy, or devoid of those difficulties which 
give zest to true sport. He should be prepared for long 
hot tramps over sand and cactus, through thick brush 
He should fill his pockets 
with cartridges, not forgetting some hard-tack and sweet 
chocolate, and with his shotgun and canteen will find 
himself heavily enough laden for the tramp before him. 
He is wise who clothes his nether extremities in stout 
leggings, to withstand the cactus, brush and the danger 
from possible snakes, and keeps his dogs well in hand 
that they may not tire themselves in fruitiess ranging. 

The quail, like most of the game animals that have 
been much hunted, in some mysterious way have learned 
new tacties of flight and concealment. Whether this 
knowledge has been handed down from generations of 
persecuted game, or whether it is one of the provisions 
of wise nature to endow animals with new faculties 
when they are needed, who can say? Certainly the quail 
no longer fly in big coveys as of yore, but when startled 
they rise in flocks varying in size from a dozen to a 
handred, and use what, in military parlance, is denom- 
“Boer tactics” in outwitting the hunter. That 
@ they scatter widely, and each individual quail uses 
St own judgment as to methods of concealment, until 

danger is past and it hears the old cock of the flock 
call “step right down, step right down,” as he summons 
the covey to assemble. It is while they are thus scat- 
tered and hiding that the hunter finds his best oppor- 
tunity, for with his dogs he can rout the birds by twos 
and threes, as they run along the ground, and as they 
the best chance at them.

The neighborhood of the vineyards offers fine pros- 
pect for quail, and, indeed, they are here a pest, and 
the opening of the season is regarded as a blessing by 
grape growers, for then the quail that cause them so 
much loss and damage may be gotten rid of. The 
brushy cafions, with their abundance of wild seeds, now 
ripened and falling, are also favorite places for the quail, 
and, unlike deer shooting, it is not necessary 
that the hunter should sacrifice his early morning sleep, 
in order to insure success. The quail are not fond of 
the chill of opening day, and as they do not feed on 
worms, are not the traditional “early birds.” They 
like the ground to be warmed by the genial rays of the 
gun before they bestir themselves to se¢k their break- 
fast, and from eight to ten in the forenoon they feed 
freely, retiring in the middie of the day to their leafy 
coverts, venturing forth again late in the afternoon, and 
going to bed at dusk, as do the other birds. ; 

The quail hunter in the California-valleys and cajfions 
enjoys delights unknown to those who have hunted the 
birds over the frosty stubble fields of the Eastern and 
Middle States. Even there, quail shooting is rare sport, 
but heré the hunter comes into fellowship with wild 
mature, secures something of the primitive joy of animal 
existence ang much of that higher spiritual pleasure 
which makes the charm of life in the woods, the cafions 
and the mountains. Poets have sung of the beauty of 
the moutains, the sea and the myserious desert; we need 
a new singer to intrepret the beauty of the California 
foothills and cafions. Whether you tramp over them 
in winter, when they are glorious with wild flowers, and, 
rejoicing in the favor of King Jupiter Pluvius, have hung

A WHALE THAT WORE ARMOR. 
In Austria-Hungary a most interesting study has been 
going on for two years in the fossil fields. Beside the 
remains of a great prehistoric dolphin found in Croatia, 
there have been discovered the fossil skeletons of ancient 
whales of enormous size, which once swam’ there when 
Europe was an ocean full of immense and fantastic mon- 
sters.

The theory that the wax came from a wrecked ship 
is quite generally accepted, but if this is so, there must 
have been a large cargo, for many tons have been saved 
and marketed—besides the supply seems no nearer being 
exhausted than it was twenty years ago. Small bits of 
the wax have been picked up at various places along 
the Oregon coast, and as far south as Santa Barbara, in 
California, so say the scientists, who have generally 
regarded it as mineral wax. 

It is known that there are deposits of genuine ozocer- 
ite in the mountains of Southern Oregon and in Utah, 
but they have never been worked. The mineral wax 
has been found also in other parts of the world, and these 
facts have, no doubt, led some to the erroneous belief 
that the Nehalem product is of a mineral origin. And, 
should it prove to be true ozocerite, it is evident that 
some of the sam have been worked and molded by 
the early exp! es 

There are strong reasons, however, for believing that 
the Nehalem wax came from a ship, and from a Span- 
ish ship at that. Few reguiar-shaped pieces have been 
found, but one which appeared to have been molded, 
was marked plainly with the monogram, “IHS,” and 
- geveral cylindrical pieces have been found which might 
have been intended for candles. If so, however, the 
wicks had decayed long ago. The supposed candies are 
about two inches in diameter, and the hole through the 
center, one-half inch in diameter. These have been 
found in broken pieces, none more than one foot in 
length. A few large masses of the wax weighing as 
much as one hundred pounds have been unearthed. 

The remains of a Chinese junk are ly buried 
in the sands of the vicinity, but this wreck has been 
there less than a century, no doubt. At the southern 
end of the beach, néar the mouth of Tillamook Bay, is 
an old wreck which is uncovered at times, and which

$. THINKING IT WAS AUSTRALIA. ;

H® startling theory brought by Prof. Schoeten- 
sack of Heidelberg before the Berlin Anthropo- 
logical Society at a recent meeting will, if ac- 
cepted by science, cause a return to the old belief of the 
origin of man in one spot and explain the essential unity 
of the human race without regard to color. It is based 
on the reflection that during the geological ages when, 


in the evolution of mankind, the brain must have been 


developed in a creature comparatively feeble, there were 
wild beasts of marvelous strength and agility in whose 
domain so weak a race could not have maintained itself 
unless furnished with feet to outstrip its enemies. In 
America, Europe, Africa and Asia the manlike animal 


gould not have survived unless a had been devel- 


oped at the expense of the other digits, as in horses or 
the two-toed quadrupeds.

Yebbing of the branches by the wind or the direct bolt 
of lightning ignites the dry wood. While it lacks the 


dense forests that would induce a race of climbing 
beasts to live in trees and so keep both feet and hands 
arboreal, it is pointed out with no little ingenuity that 
dimbing the tall Australian trees after small game, eggs 
and honey would assist in the development of just such 
feet as men possess. | 

Mankind Once of One Color. 

But this is only one among observations of the

the ancestors of the human race, still, perhaps, arboreal 
in habitat, were cut off by the changes in the earth's 
surface, which made of Australia a continent, and that 
then occurred the opportunity for these reasoning crea- 
tures to develop their flat feet, their hairless skin, their 
brain, and other human characteristics unmolested by 
carnivorous foes. The period he fixes on is the Pliocene. 
At the same time other animals were isolated in Aus- 
tralia which have no external pouch into which to put 
their early born, and so differ from the general run of 


rodents which are true placental animals and do not fol- 
low the fashion of maturing their young in external 
pouches common to the opossums, , and other 
marsupials. The Tertiary, during which the human race 
must have been developing, had too many fierce animals 
in Asia to permit the inference that mankind developed 
there. But the Tertiary in Australia had on animals 
dangerous to man, yet offered marsupials fit for food, 
whose easy conquest may have hastened the progress 
of mankind from a creature eating more vegetable than 
animal food to one eating more animal than vegetable. 

As Prof. Schoetensack expresses it, the variety of 
game, the gradations of size as well as the art of killing 
this game offered a chance for the gradual training of 
man as a hunter and flesh eater. The pouch of the 
kangaroo in which the young marsupials are kept may 
have suggested to early woman the keeping of her baby 
in a fur pocket, a papoose bag such as we now see 
among the Eskimo as well as the Australians, among the 
Indians of the East as of the West, while this fashion, 
taken in connection with the great length of time the 
savage mother nurses her child and keeps it confined 
in the cradle, might well have helped to discourage the 
growth of hair on the human body where it must come 
in contact with the\bag or portable cradle.

Thus by comparing the stage of progress in civiliza- 
tion among the oldest inhabitants of Europe, Asia and 
Africa in the rude stone age and among the recent 
American Indians with the condition of the natives of 
Australia, it is concluded that the connection Is of the 
closest.

Imperial Progress. 
EEGARDING conditions at Imperial, the Imperial 
Press says: 
“Active construction work has been again

perial canal system. : 


done at the head of the system on the Colorado River. 
The big dipper dredge is again in operation. 

“The main canal from the river to the permanent 
head gates about a quarter of a mile from the river is 
being deepened some four or five feet. Contrary to ex- 
pectation, this main canal has not filled up or washed 
during the two years that it has been in operation. 

“Experience has shown the company that some changes 
can be profitably made in the original plans for canal 
construction at the heading, and hence some changes 
will be made, but the main plans will be retained with- 
out material alteration. : 

“It was the original intention to place the main head- 
gates of the Imperial Canal System in the hill which 
juts out into the Colorado River and known as the Han- 
lon Heading Hill. It was atterward decided to have two 
sets of headzates, the lower set to be placed about a mile 
below the heading near the international boundary line. 

“In order to get water to the Imperial Settlements as 
soon as possible, a temporary canal was cut from the 
Colorado River to a point about a quarter of a mile in- 
land, and then its course was turned in a southerly di- 
rection acfoss the boundary line. Just below this bend 
in the canal was placed a set of headgates permitting 


feet in depth. These headgates were so constructed that 


tin time of high water they could control the flow and 


raise the water to a higher level than the surface of the 
river at a point opposite the Hanlon Heading Hill. 

“Prior to cutting the main canal across the line into 
Lower California, the big dipper dredge turned its course 
to the northward and dug a main canal about two-thirds 
of the distance to the permanent heading at the Hanion 
Heading Hill. During the present season a portion of 
the work to be done is to complete this canal to a junc- 
tion with the river for a permanent heading, cutting 
through that hill. 

“Along this main canal between the headgates and the 
head of the canal is a large lagoon, which will act in 
the capacity of a settling basin for the Imperial Canal 
System. This lagoon will be somewhat enlarged by using 
the hydraulic dredge, and when once formed will con- 


Thus the heavier portion of the sit will 
de precipitated to the bottom and the water carrying 
the clay portion of the silt will be drawn off through 
the gates and canal and carried to Imperial,.where this 
lighter clay portion which carries the fertilizing matter 
will be deposited on the land during the process of irri- 
gation.”

to men when they go to great heights In balloons. As 
they reach the upper air, where it is much thinner and 
lighter than it is on the surface of the earth, the lack of 
pressure makes the blood vessels swell and finally blood 
guches from the noses and ears and sometimes even the 
eyes of the airship navigators. Last year some German 
scientists tried experiments with immense balloons to 
learn how far men can rise in the air. Several times 
they all became unconscious and would have died had 
the balloon not been provided with arrangements for re- 
leasing the gas and descending without their aid. 

Even now, although we have caught many of the un- 
canny creatures of the deep sea, ao human being, from 
the greatest scientist down, can even guess what won- 
derful things would be seen if we could get down into 
it. All that the nets and grappling hooks and trawis 
have fished up are only faint hints of what really exists. 
It is as if a person, dwelling on some immense mountain 
peak above the ctouds, were to drop a line down through 
the vapors and then try to guess at the real world below 
from the few stray things that he might fish up. He 
might fish up a branch of a tree, but that would not tell 
him of the magnificent forests. He might catch a little 
bird, but he would not be able to learn from it how 
many millions of winged creatures there are. He might 
hook a mouse. How could he imagine from it what 
mighty animals roam the earth beneath him? . 

So Uncle Sam's long sounding wires and trawlis have 
brought up big and little creatures from many thousands 
of fathoms deep, but he knows that although he may fish 
that way for many years to come, he need not hope to 
catch any of the swift and huge beasts that may dwell 


down there, or indeed to capture even a fair propor- 


tion of the smaller ones. : :

Since she was launched 
she has made more than 6000 deep-sea soundings and has 
hauled nets and dredges in water from 1000 feet to 20,000 
feet deep more than 2000 times. Nearly 300 books and 
pamphlets have been written as the result of her work. 
She has made the deepest haul of a net ever made in the 
world. It was off the Tonga Islands in the South Pa- 
cific, and her trawl was sunk to the bottom, 23,000 feet 
below her keel. Animals were found down there, living 
where the water constantly is only just above the freez- 
ing point and where there is a pressure-of 9000 pounds to 
the square inch. We human beings on the land live 
under 4 pressure of only fifteen pounds to the inch.

It sometomes happens, however, that one has a chance 
to befriend a helpless young animal whose parents have 
been killed, or which has met with an accident, and 
there is great satisfaction in being able to keep it alive 
and well until it can shift for itself. 

Last April a lady of my acquaintance found four young 
gray squirrels clinging feebly to the foot of a pine tree, 
and almost dead from cold and hunger. The parents 
had been shot the day before by a pot-hunting rascal 
from the city, and the poor little orphans, driven to 
desperation, had crawled out of the nest and down the 
tree in search of relief. 

The lady picked them up and carried them home, and 
gave them a good meal of warm milk, administered 
with a dropper. The effect was magical. Within an hour 
their strength bad returned and they were frisking about 
the room. They were put into a basket of cotton wool, 
| where they curied up and went to sleep. 

Next morning they were found lying stiff and cold, 
and scarcely able to move their limbs. The night had 
been cool, and the little squirrels had sadly missed the 
warmth of their mother’s body. A fire was lighted and 
warm milk was administered, but it was several hours 
before the patients were on a fair way to recovery. 

Here let me say that warmth is probably of more im- 
portance than food to many very young animals. While 
they may live two or three days without food if kept in 
a warm room, they will often die if deprived of artificial 
heat for one night in March, April or May. There are 
doubtless many exceptions to this rule, but it certainly 
applies to the young of many of the small quadrupeds 
of eastern North America. | 

That their parents are among the hardiest of animals 
seems to make little difference. I have known a pair of 
fiying squirrels to sleep away the winter in a frozen tree 
trunk, with less than a single handful of leaves for a 
bed, yet their young, even when covered with fur, would 
probably die if left alcne for one March night, though 
they might be well fed and carefully wrapped up. They 
must have the heat of their mother’s body of its equiva- 
lent in order to live. 

Last spring I was making a special study of young 
flying squirrels, and there were three litters born in my 
house. One_litter was born about two weeks later than 
the others, and while the little fellows were still quite 
helpless their mother mysteriously

The Greeks believed the rainbow to be a bridge which

che ancient Irish people believed that the rainbow was 
an archway from earth to heaven, and in later days they 
dave cherished the tradition that it is a fairy ladder con- 
| mecting the earth of the mortals with the mythical home 


_ “Where the rainbow strikes the ground. 
a There the crock of gold is found.” 
_ This fairy crock was, and is still, believed to be an 
inexhaustible treasure trove, rivaling the purse of For- 


This tradition is not a local one, but may be found 
among all peoples from the North to the South Pole. 

In the ancient Scandinavian mythology, the rainbow 
Was said to be à bridge connecting Midgard, or the 
earth, with Asgard, the abode of the gods. This bridge 
was called Bifrost, and the people were warned that one 

day the bridge would snap asunder as a warning that the 
end of the world was at hand. | 

It was only the souls of the brave and valiant that 
could cross the bridge and this belief made men heroes 


ready to brave any danger in order that their souls

HOT STUFF FROM COLD PLACE. 


NORWEGIANS ARE STARTING THE COAL MINING 
INDUSTRY IN THE ARCTIC R! G ON. 


(New York Sun:] The Norwegians are turning their 
attention to the large and promising coal fields on the 
southwest coast of Spitzbergen. For several years past 
their fishermen, while in these coastal waters, have ob- 
served the outctops of coal. Their stories aroused inter- 
est at home and the coal fields were examined as a pos- 
Several companies have been 
formed to carry on coal mining in these new fields and 
there is much confidence in Norway that the new Arctic 
enterprise will be profitable. 

Consul Nelson writes from Bergen that the coal of 
Spitzbergen is finely adapted for the manufacture of 
gas. The fuel burns with a high flame and is extremely 
combustible. Although Spitsbergen is in the Arctic re- 
gions, coal may be mined there to considerable advan- 
tage. In the first place, it has been found that no large 
capital is required to start the work, as is the case in 
civilized countries. There is no costly ground to buy. 
no difficult foundations to build in the way of shafts, 
and as the land is not inhabited there are no property 
considerations to interfere. Transportation from the 
mines to the ships will be inexpensive, the situation of 
the mines favoring the towage by rope of railroad cars 
loaded at the mines. ; 

Considerable work has already been done. The mining 
engineers on the ground give their opinion that the 
cost of the coal will not exceed $2.40 per ton. They say 
that with a force of sixty workmen, 25,000 tons may be 
taken out annually. The coal can be transported only in 


the summer, but the works may be kept going the year 


round.
